Car owners whose registration 
certificates do not show a celar-

will be unable to secure their 1935 
plates. 

The tax clearance stamp, being 
a new requirement, apparently is 
being overlooked by thousands of 
motorists. Evidence points to 
wide-spread failure of car owners 
to present certificates to assessors 
for the tax clearance stamp. 

Without the proper tax clear- 
ance on the certificate, there can 
be no issuance of license plates. 
No receipt or other evidence of 
tax payment can be accepted in 
place of the correctly stamped 
certificate. 

Where the certificate has been 
Icst or too badly damaged for use 
the certificate of ownership must 
be presented in connection with 
application for a duplicate, for 
which the state fee is fifty cents, 
The application must be stamped 
for tax clearance before the dupli- 
cate registration certificate can 
be issued. 

When there is a change of legal 
owner both the ownership and 
registration certificates must be 
presented, together with a state 
fee of $1 in addition to the $3 re- 
newal fee. 

Both certificates must also be 
presented when there are any 
changes or correction, other than

Pop! Pop! Pop! 


LL sorts of blissful things 
happen during the holidays 
—all the way from popping 
the question to popping corn. We 
have no recipe for popping the 


question. Sometimes it pops it- 
self almost automatically. But 
popcorn doesn’t do that. It must 
be dry and yet contain exactly 
enough water to turn into steam, 
when heated. That’s why it’s a 
good plan to buy it in cans. But 
we have some mighty good re- 
cipes for popcorn after it is 
popped. ‘The first one is called 
most appropriately 

Popcorn Bliss: Cook one and 
a half cups sugar, one-third cup 


water and one-fourth cup corn 
syrup to 244 degrees. Beat one 
egg white until stiff, add hot 
syrup very slowly, beating con- 


stantly, and continue beating un- 
til it loses its gloss. Add three- 
fourths cup chopped popcorn (be- 
ing sure to remove all hard ker- 
nels), and pour into a buttered 
plate. Cut in squares, This makes 
three quarters of a pound. 


Balls and Marbles 
Balls and marbles are appropri- 
ate for the holidays. Here are 
recipes for making them. 
Popcorn and Puffed Wheat 
Balls: Boil one cup molasses and 
one-half cup dark corn syrup to 
260 degrees. Add one tablespoon 
butter and a pinch of soda, and 
pour over one quart of freshly- 
popped corn mixed with one and 
a half cups puffed wheat. Mix 
well and form into balls with the 
hands. This makes about twenty- 
four medium balls. 


Popcorn Cheese Marbles: Mix 
one-half cup very finely ground 
popped corn with one-half cup 


grated cheese and a few grains of 


salt, and moisten with mayon- 
naise. Form into small balls or 
marbles, Roll in some more 


ground popped corn, and chill in 
the refrigerator. Serve with sal- 
ads. This makes eight marbles *
